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DETAILED ACTION 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Byszewski of record for reasons of record. 

Claims 17-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Byszewski as applied to claims above, and further in view of Boateng of record for 
reasons of record. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 3/20/09 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Claims 1-16 are apparatus or system claims. Accordingly, the limitations to the 
method and/or functional recitations are given little or no patentable weight. 

Prior rejections have clearly demonstrated that the apparatus disclosed in 
Byszewski render obvious the claimed apparatus. Indeed the limitation presently added 
to claim 1 fails to further distinguish the apparatus. 

The Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex Parte Masham, 2 USPQ 2d 
1647 (1987) stated, "a recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed 
apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from 
a prior art apparatus satisfying the structural limitations of the claimed." The device 
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"does not undergo a metamorphosis to a new apparatus merely by affixing instructions 
thereto on the use." 

With regard to the above cited, applicants argue that the Byszewski patent fails 
to teach the structure claimed. It is unclear how a solution can be said to have 
structural limitations. 

Applicants further argue that "Moreover, the electrodialytically depleted salt is 
either discarded, or treated to recover excess water (Byszewski, col. 8, lines 15-17; 
Figure 5). Thus, the electrodialytically depleted salt is not being "reused for regeneration 
of an ion exchange resin" such that it cannot be resultant brine solution." 

What is the structure of the "reused" water which can distinguish it from the 
apparatus of Byszewski.
